Response to Amendment 

Applicant's arguments filed 5/20/05 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. The Amendment submitted by Applicants does not overcome the rejection 
made by Examiner in the last office action. 

Claims 1-2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Chem 
Abstract 134: 183490. 

Claims 1-14, 51 and 52 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Chem Abstract 1 34: 1 83490 (4,670,41 7) or WO 01 46291 . 
Note that claims 1 and 51 have been amended to include the limitation "wherein said 
PAG residue has a MW of about 1 0,000 to about 40,000 Daltons when X is O. r 
Note that the references clearly disclose the claimed formula (see last office action). 
Therefore, the claimed MW of said PAG residue from the references must be 
considered inherent in the prior art.
